Reverse 8-Year Trend 
County Passes ’63 Budget; 
$3 Million Less than ’62’s 


THURS., JAN. 24, 1963 


The Cook County Board of Commissioners adopted 
its 1963 budget Tuesday, appropriating $80,609,000. 
“For the first time in eight years,” Seymour Simon, 
board president, said, “the corporate budget has been re­ 
duced from the budget of the preceding year.” 
The 1963 budget was $3,932,000 less than last year’s, 
while the ’63 county high­ 
way budget of $8,502,000 is 
$528,000 less than in 1962.

$3,342,000 more than anticipat­ 
ed income. This expenditure, he 
claimed, will be spent from 
“windfall” sources which are 
not recurring. 


CHAPLIN AND four other 
Republican 
members 
of 
the 
board had threatened to vote 
against passage of the appropri­ 
ation ordinance. After meeting 
with Simon, however, and being 
assured that their complaints 
would be studied, they agreed 
to vote for the measure. 
The items Chaplin identified 
as a source of GOP satisfaction 
included the State’s Attorney’s 
budget requests, failure to con­ 
solidate 
the 
departments 
of 
building and zoning, and the 
lack of commissioner represen­ 
tation on the board of directors 
of the Cook County School of 
Nursing. 
Simon defended the budget as 
providing increased services at 
a reduced cost. The lower bud­ 
get may permit an abatement 
of the 1962 tax rate which had 
been set at 26 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 
This trend could be carried 
over to 1963 property tax bills, 
payable in 1964, in which the 
rebate might permit lowering 
of the tax rate from 22 cents to 
20 cents per $100 assessed val­ 
uation. This would represent a 
savings of about $2 on a home 
assessed at $10,000. Such a tax 
abatement, considered as credit 
extended to taxpayers on pend­ 
ing bills, 
would be 
brought 
about by an anticipated surplus 
of $2 million. 
CHAPLIN CRITICIZED the 
State’s Attorney’s office for an 
increase in its budget of $443,- 
000 over a two-year period. 
“We aren’t aware of any in­ 
crease in the duties or responsi­ 
bilities 
of this 
office 
which 


would warrant an increase in 
spending amounting to some 
$8,500 a week,” he told the 
board. 
Chaplin also called for con­ 
solidation of the departments of 
building and zoning, noting that 
these 
departments’ 
revenue 
keeps falling off while their 
costs increase. 
“In five years revenue has 
dropped from $506,000 to $308,- 
000 while the cost has jumped 
from $730,000 to $936,777,” the 
GOP commissioner pointed out. 
Chaplin objected further to 
failure to place two commission­ 
ers on the board directing the 
School of Nursing. 
“I’m not 
being critical of the directors 
of the school; I’m critical of 
the board (of commissioners). 
We turn the taxpayers’ money 
over to a group of citizens. We 
have little knowledge 
of 
the 
manner in which the school is 
run and even less control.” 


CHAPLIN SAID the 35-year- 
old contract between the county 
board and school provided for 
placing two commissioners on 
the school’s board of directors 
but that this had never been 
done. 
The 
nursing 
school’s 
budget, he added, has climbed 
from $9,419,985 in 1960 to $12,- 
361,366 for 1963. 
Board President Simon said 
that 
commissioners 
George 
Dunne and Charles Bonk “spent 
much time at the school t>f nurs­ 
ing, and that a reduction in ap­ 
propriation over that which was 
requested was achieved.” 
He added the number of pa­ 
tients and births had increased 
“dramatically” in County Hos­ 
pital the last few years, necessi­ 
tating more nurses who have 
been granted wage increases. 
“This all accounts for the rise 
in the nursing school s budget,” 


he explained. 
Simon said 52 per cent of the 
budget is earmarked for wel­ 
fare functions, and added this 
type of public spending was be­ 
ing duplicated in large urban 
areas throughout the country. 
This is also the area, he noted 
in his budget statement, where 
most of the budget increases 
were granted. 


“THIS YEAR’S budget con­ 
tains an even larger portion of 
our total appropriations for med­ 
ical institutions, juvenile insti­ 
tutions, and public aid with a 
corresponding reduction in em­ 
ployes and expenditures for gen­ 
eral administration,” Simon ob­ 
served. 
While 52 positions were trim­ 
med from departments under 
the direct control of the county 
board, 260 new positions were 
created in County Hospital, Oak 
Forest Hospital and the School 
of Nursing, he commented. 
“In view of this record, any­ 
one who charges this board is 
hostile to the needs of the med­ 
ically indigent speaks with a 
sense of irresponsibility. 
“With the cooperation of all 
department heads,” Simon con­ 
tinued, “the budget has been 
reduced almost $4 million (in­ 
cluding cuts made from orig­ 
inal budget requests). Yet the 
budget provides for the con­ 
version of six county building 
elevators from manual to auto­ 
matic and also for the first 
phase of a modernization of the 
county telephone system.” 


SIMON ALSO called for a 
further curb on spending: “All 
of the amounts appropriated 
will not be spent. It is my hope 
that the department heads dur­ 
ing 1963 will be concerned with 
how little of the appropriation 
voted today will be spent and 
what further reductions can be 
made in our 1964 budget. The 
policy of prudent administration 
will be maintained.”

will 
take the 
Cook 
County Forest Preserve District 
budget under consideration.

Q. What is the philosophy be­ 
hind the IPAC proposal that 
will be voted on during the cur­ 
rent session of the state legis­ 
lature? 
A. The basic philosophy, I 
believe, is that contraceptives 
are cheaper than babies. T h e 
intent is to reduce the 
birth 
rate among relief clients. 
Q. Do you agree with Chair­ 
man Maremont that birth pre­ 
vention will save 
money 
for 
Illinois taxpayers? 
A I don’t know if it will or 
not, and I don’t believe Mr. 
Maremont has proved his point. 
But even if it were cheaper, 
how cheap do we want to be? 
Do we want to make it a public 
policy? If this is being 
a p ­ 
proached as a tax r e d u c i n g 
measure, we could pay the bill 
for ADC by legalizing gambling 
in Illinois, but the weight of a 
moral authority and all respon­ 
sible public officials oppose it. 
Q. As a Catholic, aren’t your 
views determined on a different 
basis than non-Cathouc? on pub­ 
lic aid and most Illinois tax­ 
payers? 
A. I do differ in be’Jef from 
some IPAC members. Whether 
mv view is different from tho 
majority of citizens of Illinois 
is still an open question. I do 
not want to impose my 
ow n 
religious beliefs on otliers, and 
I do not believe this is a sec­ 
tarian issue. 
If the IPAC had proposed to 
give free contraceptives only to 
married women living 
w i t h 
their husbands, I would 
n o t 
have voted against it, despite 
the conflict with my own be­ 
liefs. 


q . WHAT part of the program 
conflicts with these beliefs? 
A. A study of ADC cases in 
June, 1960, showed that 82.3 per 
cent of women on ADC were 
not living with a legal husband. 
So when people talk a b o u t 
“family planning” for t h e s e 
women it’s a mistake. You can t 
plan a family without a father. 
This is not a program to help 
parents create families w i t h 
evenly-spaced children. 
Protestants, Jews, every or­ 
ganized religious group, a n d 
many people who do not belong 
to any organized religion, be­ 
lieve that adultery and promis­ 
cuity are wrong. 
T h e y are 
crimes under the law of Illinois. 
But adultery and promiscuity 
will be encouraged by this new 
policy. Some of t h e s e ADC 
mothers are young girls. If we 
offer them free contraceptives, 
what stronger incentive could 
we give them to enter a life of 
prostitution? Can we even be 
sure they would use the free 
contraceptives? Can we be sure 
they wouldn’t sell them or give 
them away to other young girls 
who are not mothers and are 
not married? If we make it a 
public policy to weaken moral 
standards to save taexs, the lo­ 
gical end of the road could be 
a program to license bordellos 
for state revenue. This 
n ew 
policy will encourage t h e s e 
practices. 
Q. In what way? 
A. The state of Illinois now 
proposes for the first time to 
teach ADC recipients how 
to 
have intercourse without dan­ 
ger of pregnancy. This includes 


not only married women living 
with their husbands, but 82 per 
cent of ADC women who have 
been deserted or are widows, 
divorcees or unmarried moth­ 
ers. As far as the state is con­ 
cerned, these women are en­ 
couraged to enjoy intercourse, 
if they must, just so they don’t 
have any babies that will cost 
more tax money. I object to 
this because it is not good public 
policy. If the state supplies an 
article to a relief client, t h e 
state is endorsing its use. 
Q. DO YOU AGREE with Mr. 
Maremont that $1,250,000 a year 
can be saved by the new pro­ 
gram? 
A. In an interview with UPI 
Mr. Maremont suggested th e 
birth control plan would 
cost 
$25 a year per person. In an­ 
other interview, (with a Chica­ 
go newspaper) Mr. Swank, the 
IPAC Executive D i r e c t o r , 
thought the cost would be $50. 
Nobody really knows how much 
it will cost or how much it will 
save. Poor people have a ten­ 
dency to follow natural inclina­ 
tions rather than the regulations 
of any commission or legisla­ 
ture. When these things are giv­ 
en away free, I wouldn't be sur­ 
prised if some of the recipients 
peddle them to somebody else, 
or give them to their friends as 
gifts. 
Q. Mr. Maremont mentioned 
that a national Gallup Poll in 
1962 showed that 57 to 58 per 
cent of Catholics interviewed 
said they were in favor 
o f 
birth control. Do you agree with 
him that many Catholics must 
be using birth control devices? 
A. In 1948, the Gallup P o l l 
showed that Thomas E. Dewey 
would be elected President of 
the United States. I don’t know, 
and never will, what per cent 
of Catholics, or non-Catholics, 
use contraceptives, or exploit 
slum property, or hate Negroes. 
I don’t believe an issue of right 
or wrong should be settled like 
a popularity contest. I believe 
the question cf whether any reli­ 
gious group lives up to its ex­ 
pressed moral codes is irrele­ 
vant. I’m sorry Mr. Maremont 
felt it necessary to inject this 
point. 


Q. DO YOU agree with Mr. 
Maremont that there are levels 
of morality and that illiteracy 
causes ADC mothers to 
give 
birth to illegitimate children? 
* 
t i — 
rr,qV be different 
levels of moral practice, b u t 
hot relative, lf a man from a 
poor neighborhood is caught in 
a burglary, we arrest him and 
prosecute him, regardless 
o f 
his level of moral practice. The 
same jail is the proper place 
for the men who seduce a n d 
rape girls in these poor neigh­ 
borhoods. 
Q. Mr. Maremont said seven 
other states have programs of 
this kind. What was their ex­ 
perience? 
A. This is not true. T h ere 
are no states other than Illinois 
which have an official public 
policy of offering free contra­ 
ceptives to public aid recipients 
who request them. Illinois would 
be the first of the 50 to adopt 
such a policy. Because of con­ 
fusion on this point at one of 
our meetings, I sent telegrams 
to the seven states that alleged­ 
ly had programs in effect like 


the one the IPAC is proposing. 
They replied that they did not 
have such programs. 
Q. WHAT CAN the state do 
about the rise in public aid costs 
resulting from illegitimacy? 
A. I think we should find the 
fathers and force them to take 
responsibility. And I think we 
should educate public aid re­ 
cipients, morally and academi­ 
cally. We should give them the 
teaching - how to live and how 
to make a living - which the 
more fortunate of us have had. 
I do not believe states should 
get involved in birth control one 
way or another. This is a mat­ 
ter that should be left to pri­ 
vate conscience and p r i v a t e 
judgment. The state should nei­ 
ther legislate against nor 
for 
birth control programs.

The fee schedule suggested by 
the Northeastern Illinois Metro­ 
politan Area Planning Commis­ 
sion was one of the main topics 
of discussion at l a s t week s 
meeting of the Northwest Mu­ 
nicipal Conference.

The crittur, because of its size, 
is difficult to locate. 
Although 
one may

where the plants failed to grow, 
grew stunted or wilted, there ap­ 
peared to be no evidence 
to 
confront the little chap. 


IT IS necessary, Boving ex­ 
plained to the farmers, to take 
a soil sample in the area where 
it is suspected the nematodes 
flourish, mix it with water, and 
pass the sample through a se­ 
ries of screens, then to sift it 
through clear water. 
He would be willing to guar­ 
antee, he said, that one could 
find parasitical plants. It would 
then be necessary to see 
how 
many there were and how ex­ 
tensive the damage was. 
One variety of the pest could 
be found as far south as one 
could go in this country, some 
were native only to the south 
and others were native to the 
north. 
They operate on plants like 
hypodermic needles. Each of the 
nematodes has this spearhead 
withdrawn into its own 
body. 
When it fastens on either to the 
sod adjacent to the roots or to 
the roots itself, depending 
on 
the type, its needle-like “suck­ 
er” plunges into the tissue of the 
plant the farmer is raising and 
empties plant tissue into itself.

ed in serious hospitalizations or 
worse. 
The chemical labeled contents 
of all-important pesticides, he 
said, were the result of past leg­ 
islation. 
On the 
label,

manufacturer tells the consumer 
all about the contents of the pes­ 
ticide. “This is the key to your 
safety,” Brown said. 
Soap and water was one of 
the greatest deterrents against 
ill effects from being splashed 
by dangerous pesticides. An­ 


other precaution for sprayers, 
he said, was to place oneself 
against the wind.

Crackdown on Cheaters 
Sales Tax Enforcement Is 
Helping State’s Treasury

“This extraordinary effort,” 
the governor continued, “means 
that we will collect in this bien­ 
nium up to $24 million not origi­ 
nally anticipated. In the forth­ 
coming biennium, these policies, 
together with a modest growth 
factor, will give the state $100 
million in revenues beyond lev­ 
els originally expected.” 
Albert R. Imle, assistant di­ 
rector of revenue, said the rev­ 
enue department plans to col­ 
lect more than $3 million a 
month by increased vigilance in 
the forthcoming biennium. 


MULTIPLYING 
this 
figure 
by 24 months, and figuring in a 
natural 
growth 
factor, 
this 
amounts to about $100 million 
in the biennium. 
The stricter enforcement is 
felt in many ways. The state is 
bringing suit to revoke licenses 
of retailers that fail to pay their 
retail occupation (sales) tax on 
time—or that do not pay as 
much as they should. 
The state also has begun co­ 
operative programs with Mis­ 
souri and Iowa for mutual col­ 
lections of retailers sales taxes 
on purchases that cross state 
lines. 
Now, if a Missouri retailer 
makes a sale to an Illinois buy­ 
er, a tax must be paid to the 
state in which the transaction 
actually was made. This re­ 
quirement is nothing new, but 
in the past it often was ignored. 
Each state tended to think 
that 
money lost 
by 
another 
state was that state’s own prob­ 
lem, Imle said. He said Illinois 
now gets about $350,000 a month 
from the program of interstate 
cooperation. 


THIS PROGRAM of increased 
vigilance has led to the estab­ 
lishment of a revenue depart­ 
ment office in New York City. 
Imle said the New York office, 
which checks the accounts of re­ 
fed firms headquartered in the 
East, has been open only 90 
days but already is producing 
$200,000 a month in additional 
income. 
“This program is just getting 
underway and we expect it to 
make tremendous gains,” Imle 
said. 
He said persons actually bene­ 
fiting the most from tougher en­ 
forcement were retailers. 
“Why, one retailer actually 
told us, ‘Now I know my com­ 


petition is paying the same tax 
rate as I am ,’ ” Imle said. 
“This program means a fairer 
tax break for everyone.” 


ONE OF THE important ac­ 
complishments of the vigorous 
tax collecting already apparent 
is the “state of mind” of the 
taxpayers, Imle said. 
“When people know the state 
of Missouri is helping the state 
of Illinois collect sales taxes, it 
wipes out the state line as a bar­ 
rier behind which the taxpayer 
can hide,” he explained. 
The r e v e n u e department, 
wants additional auditors so it 
can increase its strengthening 
of tax collections. 
“'Hie 
state 
of 
California, 
which collects about the same 
as Illinois from its sales tax, 
has 950 first line auditors,” Imle 
said. “We have 111.” 
Imle said both states take in 
approximately the same amount 
of revenue from the sales tax. 
In its budget for the coming 
biennium, the revenue depart­ 
ment asked for additional per­ 
sonnel to open eight district 
field offices to “take service to 
the local community level.” 
Revenue people believe such 
a program would make it still 
harder for “tax cheats” to go 
undetected. 
This point is questioned by 
former Gov. William Stratton. 
“ I’m not convinced that it’s 
always a matter of more per­ 
sonnel bringing in more mon­ 
ey,” Stratton said. “The legis­ 
lature had better take a pretty 
careful look at this,” 
\ 
STRATTON 
said 
he 
was I 
strongly in favor of “anything 
that will help the state collect 
what it has coming to it.” 
But he said he feared claims 
of great increases of new rev­ 
enue might be “extravagant.” 
“Let’s wait and see how much 
these things cost,” 
he said. 
I “Talk is one thing but actions 
speak louder than words.”

she had received the back­ 
ing of all but one of the 
friends she asked to come 
out “and back us up” at the 
school b o a r d m e e t i n g 
Wednesday night. 
She said the group would at­ 
tempt to ban from an advanced 
senior reading class the books, 
“The Catcher in the Rye,” by 
J. D. Salinger; 
“ Brave 
New 
World” by A Id o us Huxley; 
“ 1984,” by George Orwell; “Of 
Mice and Men,” by John Stein­ 
beck; “Crime and Punishment,” 
by Fyodor Dostoevsky; and the 
“Ugly American,” by William 
Lederer and Eugene Burdick. 


MRS. THALACKER said the 
books were apparently introduce- 
ed into the class about a year 
ago. “Most of the parents had 
no idea their children were read 
ing such things. We try to bring 
our children up in a good Christ­ 
ian attitude and then they throw 
these things at them,” she said. 
One of those who called to op­ 
pose the campaign, Mrs. Thal­ 
acker said, was “A boy who was 
a senior in a high school class 
three years ago in which 17 girls 
dropped out because they 
got 
pregnant. He thought if they had 
read these things the girls might 
have known better,” he said. 
Mrs. Thalacker said she had 
called IO friends to urge them to 
attend the meeting. Mr. and Mrs. 
Sigard Hanson, the other couple 
who began the campaign, 
also 
called IO friends, he said 


we called to call their friends, so 
there is no telling how far it has 
gone. I hope they all come out. 
We can use all tile support we 
can get,” she said. 
Mrs. Thalacker said she had 
read part of “Catcher in the 
Rye” and found it vulgar. “You 
don’t need to use filthy language 
over and over again to make a 
point,” she said. She said 
the 
Hansons had looked over the 
other 
books and 
found 
them 
“demoralizing.” 
Mrs. Thalacker said the group 
also planned to protest discussions 
that allegedly took place in the 
class on whether prostitution and 
abortion 
should 
be 
legalized. 
School 
authorities denied

subjects were discussed. 


THE ENGLISH class is taught 
by Carroll Gonzo, who is 
also 
president of the Edgerton High 
School Teachers Association. 
School Superintendent

Klause said the books in ques­ 
tion were on a reading list ap­ 
proved for college 
preparatory 
study by the National Council of 
English Teachers. He said the 
book matter was brought up at a 
school board meeting last month, 
but the board had not had 
a 
chance to look into it yet. 
Mrs. Thalacker said the read­ 
ing material was brought to the 
attention of the parents when one 
of the students in the class told 
her mother a book she was read­ 
ing was “spicy.” 
Mrs. Thalacker said the books 
“might be allright for college 
level courses, but I don’t even 
want to read them as an adult.

The Illinois Toll Highway Commission Tuesday gave a go­ 
ahead for further studies of the possible extension of the East- 
West Tollway from its present terminus, west of Aurora, to the 
western border of Illinois near Fulton. 


The commission 
action came at a special meeting called to 
approve preliminary studies of the 95 mile stretch of proposed 
tollway, 
to be known as the Lin-

Burgess said he had informa­ 
tion that if the highway becomes 
a reality, the state of Iowa might 
consider 
extending

farther west across that state. 
“The only 
federal 
highway 
project presently under way 
in 
Iowa is Interstate 80.” Burgess 
said. 1-80 spans Illinois from the

Burgess said the state highway 
department had no plans for an 
expressway in the proposed Lin­ 
coln Tollway area ‘in the fore­ 
seeable future” and that avail­ 
ability of tax funds for construc­ 
tion of the road as a freeway 
“would probably involve a delay 
of IO to 15 years.” 
Burgess said Interstate-80 is 
located some 30 miles south of 
the location of the proposed toll­ 
way location and “it is not an­

Chicago will be diverted from the 
U.S. Route 30 to the tax-support­ 
ed interstate route.

“WE LEARNED by experi­ 
ence . . . that a system without 
a strong central library has lit­ 
tle in the way of assets to offer 
its member libraries,” the librar­ 
ians reported. 
But they point out that this 
strong central collection may be 
located either in one or in sev­ 
eral library buildings. 
There is no over-all library 
board for the Pioneer system. 
Each library retains its re- 
[ sponsibilities of selecting its 
own staff, choosing its own 


books, setting its own hours 
and programs, and maintain­ 
ing its own building. 
“We have given up nothing, 
but have become 
part of 
a 
team,” they state. 
What does the public get? 


FIRST, FREE library service 
to all. 
Then, one card is good for all 
the libraries, and this certainly 
has been a factor in the 150 per 
cent increase in library use in 
a five-year period in the Pioneer 
system. 
Third, the borrower can re­ 
turn books to any of the mem­ 
ber libraries. 
Fourth, an inter-library loan 
service enables readers to ask 
for a book which is not in the 
local library, and get it from 
another member library. 
A so-called 
“recreational” 
reading collection of mysteries 
and westerns is rotated among 
the libraries. 
Other rotating collections are 
in non-fiction fields. There are 
30 of these collections, each con­ 
sisting of 35 outstanding titles on 
17 different topics. 
These 
collections 
move 
at 
four-month intervals, and 
are 
publicized in press releases pre­ 


pared by a public relations di­ 
rector. 


MEMBER libraries benefit in 
still other ways. They get aid 
in book selection. A centralized 
processing service for new books 
saves time, money and head­ 
aches. In-service librarian train­ 
ing is provided. 
Last, but not least, is the field 
consultant service, which Pio­ 
neer system librarians call “the 
heart of the system.” Consulta­ 
tion in the Rochester area is in 
person-to-person form whenever 
possible, and not by means of 
memos and phone calls. 
The Rochester-area librar­ 
ians say it takes about five 
years for a cooperative sys­ 
tem to mature and gain full 
confidence. 
Their conclusion: “Several li­ 
braries can accomplish much by 
working 
together 
that 
none 
could achieve on its own. That 
is even more true in areas where 
there are no strong central li­ 
braries.”

MADISON, WIS., (UTO - “The 
creative and challenging indi­ 
vidual is a great headache of 
freedom ” Dr. K. G. Saiyidain 
told a University of Wisconsin 
audience Monday, but the dis­ 
covery of this type person in the 
rising generation is the b e s t 
hope freedom and democracy 
has in this perilous age. 


The Indian educator who has 
carried (Hit UN educational mis­ 
sions in a number of countries, 
warned educators not to be 
lulled by the call for conformity 
but said, “Free education by 
definition respects indiv i d u a I 
differences.” 


EDUCATION HAS the respon­ 
sibility to preserve and trans­ 
mit national and cultural heri­ 
tage—but this is not the teach­ 
ers’ only duty, he said. “They 
must become thoughtful 
a n d 
balanced agents of change and 
cannot be servants of s t a t u s 
quo.” 
Dr. Saiyidain said, “It is up 
to the teaching profession to find 
the creative and challenging 
student and to educate him to 
tackle the problems of building 
a peaceful world. So far, with 
the preponderance of conform­ 
ists in the world, we obviously 
have not succeeded in creating 
a very peaceful or r a t i o n a l 
world, he continued. 
“We are at war,” Dr. Saiyi­ 
dain said, “A war of ideals and 


values, a war to win over the 
hearts and minds of men.” 
In this war, no group or na­ 
tion enjoying freedom can feel 
secure until the e n e rn i e s of 
democracy 
and freedom — ig­ 
norance, poverty and despair- 
are wiped out, he said. 


“This is not only a plea for 
philanthropy or social justice 
but also the urgent demand of 
enlightened self interest,” Dr. 
Saiyidain said, because 
t h e 
world misery and s u f f e r i n g 
“constitutes the dynamite that 
may blow all plans of peaceful 
progress to smithereens.” 


PEOPLE WHO see land 
on 
the moon or stockpiling nuclear 
armaments as the world’s big­ 
gest problem are missing 
the 
point, he said. “Clearing slums, 
improving housing, eradicating 
poverty, emancipating the Ne­ 
gro, establishing new and bet­ 
ter schools are the things 
of 
real value to the common man 
in all countries of the world and 
should be our goals, he said. 


Education must create a cli­ 
mate for international under­ 
standing, Dr. Saiyidain said, for 
the trend toward the conviction 
that one way of life or nation 
is always best cannot survive 
if the world is to survive. Edu­ 
cation cannot, as in the past, 
continue to emphasize textbook 


memorization and 
intellectual 
conformity, he said. 
He urged all teachers to re­ 
sist efforts “to take the teeth 
out of free education” by con­ 
fining the teachers to academic 
matters only. Educators w h o 
try to avoid all controversial is­ 
sues are either indifferent 
to 
great social, political and moral 
qualities or they lack courage, 
he said. 
In finishing the third of his 
three-part series at the School 
of Education, Dr. Sa i y i d a i n 
said, “Education must teach ev­ 
eryone to cherish his f e l l o w 
man.”

Springfield collector of histori­ 
cal items Sunday announced the 
existence of a previously un­ 
known document bearing th e 
signatures of Abraham Lincoln 
and his Cabinet. 
The document, owned by Lin­ 
coln lore collector King Hos- 
tick, is an order blank signed 
by Lincoln and his Cab i n e t 
members for artist’s proofs of 
a painting of Lincoln signing 
t h e Emancipation 
Proclama­ 
tion. 
Each person who signed the 
order for the proofs is listed as 
paying $50. 
HOSTICK said painter F. W. 
Carpenter was commissioned to 
paint the picture, which hangs 
in the White House. However, 
there is no indication on the 
order that the President or any 
Cabinet member ever received 
a proof of the painting, accord­ 
ing to Hostick. 
In a book written by Carpen­ 
ter, the painter tells of his work 
on the picture. Carpenter wrote, 
“At the end of six months’ in­ 
cessant labor, my task at the 
White House drew near com- 
! pletion. On the 22nd day of July, 
1863, the President and Cabinet, 
at the close of the regular ses­ 
sion, adjourned in a body to the 
state dining-room to view the 
work, at last in a condition to 
receive criticism. Sitting in the 
midst of the group, the Presi­ 
dent expressed his ‘unschooled’ 
opinion as he called it, of the 
result, in terms which could not 
have afforded the deepest grati­ 
fication of any artist.” 
SIGNING THE order under 
Lincoln were William H. Sew­ 
ard, the Secretary of State; 
William P. Fessenden, Secre- 
i tary of the Treasury; Edwin M. 
Stanton, Secretary of War; Ed­ 
ward Bates, Attorney General; 
William Dennison, Postmaster 
General; Gideon Welles, Secre­ 
tary of the Navy, and John P. 
; Usher, Secretary of the Interior. 
Also at the bottom of the list 
is the name of the former Sec­ 
retary of War, Simon Cameron. 
Cameron was given another po- 
s i t i o n by Lincoln before the 
Cabinet members signed for the 
proofs, Hostick said.

Dickerson Raps Those 
Who Question Schools 


“Anyone who so much as 
questions some of the things we 
are doing in our public schools, 
or in our institutions of higher 
learning, is a person of ulterior 
I‘motive who just doesn’t want 
our children to have a good edu­ 
cation,” were the words of Ray 
C. Dickerson, 
Illinois 
State 
Chamber of Commerce presi­ 
dent as he addressed some 300 
business leaders Jan. 17 at a 


I dinner meeting in Skokie. 


As a representative of state­ 
wide business, Dickerson listed' 
“The Eight Fallacies of the 
Something-For-Nothing Age in 
Which We Live.” 


In the eight catagories were 
problems which were common 
to the nation as a whole as well 
as the state in particular. 


THE POINTS of national in­ 
terest were that the federal gov­ 


ernment has an unlimited supply 
of money, 
people demanding 
more and more services from 
the government and these things 
cost money, cuts in governmen- 
is an impossibility because the 
bulk of the money is used for 
defense, the necessity of curtail­ 
ing the monoply power of labor 
unions, the harassment of big 
business, and finally three fal­ 
lacies particular to the state of 
Illinois. 
Dickerson had comment on all 
these items with suggestions and 
criticisms. 
Two other problems face the 
state, Dickerson added. “There 
is no way at all that we can 
cut state spending t in Illinois 
without eliminating 
essential 
services, and we have to help 
the poor, and therefore public 
assistance and welfare in Illi­ 


nois is an ‘octopus’ that simply 
cannot be brought under con­ 
trol.” 


D IC K E R S O N 
pointed out to 
the executives that these prob­ 
lems must be met and dealt 
with by responsive and contin­ 
ued interest in governmental 
affairs. 
‘‘More money must be laid 
on the line in support of legis­ 
lators who stand for sound gov­ 
ernment, especially in support 
of legislators who will not go 
along with the “something-for- 
nothing” philosophy, he said.

Most of those in the profession­ 
al end of baton twirling today 
became interested in the art as 
a hobby or an outgrowth of a 
love for music or dancing when 
they were young children. They 
say that as their interest grew, 
so did the advantages. (Most 
champions, it seems, come from 
families with a musical back­ 
ground.)

I guess most of us would agree that the New Orleans’ Mardi 
Gras celebration is this country’s most colorful, lavish and 
“glamorous” civic event. It is unique in this country, too, in that 
it is one whose roots go far back into history, for the Shrove 
Tuesday carnival festivities had their beginnings in the Middle 
Ages. 
Today’s Mardi Gras, with its mechanized floats and cov­ 
erage by television, would amaze and bewilder the celebrants 
of earlier centuries, but the mood and gaiety of the crowds 
are probably much the same as they were hundreds of years 
ago. 
Mardi Gras in New Orleans is unique in another way, too. 
It is not an event designed to draw tourist trade and revenue. 
It is strictly a local celebration and the lure it has for travelers 
is merely a by-product. All of the balls are invitational affairs 
and much of the significance of the pageantry can be lost on 
“nawtherners.” 
For these reasons this is an event which is best partici- 
ated in through a travel agent’s guided tour. Such a tour 
includes hotel reservations, reserved seats at the numerous 
parades, attendance at an invitational ball, reservations at 
famed restaurants such as Antoine’s—all of which you would 
find are extremely difficult to obtain at Mardi Gras time on 
your own. 
For many years Berry Tours have been noted for their com­ 
prehensive Mardi Gras tours and this year’s plans are no excep­ 
tion. You have your choice of either rail or air tours, varying in 
length from five days to nine. 
The five day rail tour which leaves Chicago on Saturday, 
February 23, arrives in New Orleans at midnight. Sunday morn­ 
ing will be devoted to a sightseeing trip through old and new 
New Orleans including, of course, the picturesque French Quar­ 
ter. The first of the Mardi Gras parades, that of Troth, Mid­ 
city and Venus, begins at 2 p. rn. Sunday evening tour members 
will have a taste of the renowned French Quarter night life, end­ 
ing with the traditional coffee and doughnuts at the French 
Market. 
Monday morning is unscheduled, allowing time for shop­ 
ping or browsing through the century-old buildings or the 
Royal Street antique shops. At 2 p. rn. travelers board a 
Mississippi river steamer for a cruise past the levees, ban­ 
ana loading docks and other sights of the busy port. Mon­ 
day evening, Mardi Gras eve, is the occasion for the Parade 
of Proteus. Reserved seats provide tour members with an 
excellent vantage point from which to view that spectacular 
event of costumed and bejeweled revelers and elaborate 
floats in comfort. 
Although the frenzy of Mardi Gras begins to heighten on 
Monday evening a little discretion is advisable, for the big day 
is yet to come. Many masked revelers are about at dawn on 
Tuesday, but the first big scheduled event of Mardi Gras day is 
ll a. rn. when yet another parade, the Parade of Rex, winds its 
way down Canal Street. The final procession, the Parade of 
Comus, takes place at 7 p. rn. Tuesday night after which tour 
members are guests at a dinner dance at the Roosevelt Hotel. 
The final thrill of the big day is attendance at a private Mardi 
Gras ball, the Krewe of Noblad’s. 
Probably many of the Mardi Gras tour members will just 
make the 7:10 a. rn. train Wednesday which will take them 
back to Chicago. It’s a strenuous affair, this Mardi Gras, 
but an experience which well deserves that hackneyed phrase, 
never-to-be-forgotten. 
The longer tours include motor trips to Natchez, Biloxi, and 
Memphis, southern cities of great charm, and if you can spare 
the additional time they are highly recommended. The contrast 
between the quiet serenity of, for example, the beautiful Bellin- 
grath Gardens and the hectic frivolity of Mardi Gras makes for 
a well balanced vacation.

there is.

cent crisis, my 
husband and I have been very 
concerned about planning for 
what to do in an emergency, 
and I’m afraid we’ve probably 
talked about it too much in 
front of the children. My hus­ 
band thinks I should tell our 
son that Mommy and Daddy 
will take care of him, but how 
can I do this, knowing what the 
problem is?

nightmares. 
Usually 
they 
are 
dreams about 
frightening 
ani­ 


mals, but they may be dreams 
about anything else that may 
seem terrifying to a child. 
The 
child is not really worried about 
the dog, or lion, or bomb. What 
really upsets him is the force of 
feelings inside himself, feelings 
of hate and anger. 


At four, the child has not yet 
learned how to control his feel­ 
ings. When he is mad, he is so 
mad he could kill you, and, for 
the child, thinking is the same 
as doing. 


THE PRE-SCHOOL years are 
years of gaining some mastery 
over the strong emotions which 
rage through the child. 
In the 
course of learning controls, there 
is the fear that the feelings will 
prove overwhelming. The dog or 
the lion or the bomb are sym­ 
bols of the force of these feelings 
gone out of control. 
What the child needs most is 
constant reassurance that he is 
loved and that his parents will 
protect him. If his parents love 
him and can protect him, he has 
some way of meeting the dangers 
of his feelings. 
Problems develop when par­ 
ents are frightened of a child’s 
aggression as he is. The child 
reasons, “If Mommy is afraid 
when I get mad, I must be really 
dangerous.” 
I think this is where the dan­ 


ger of nuclear attack is different 
from, say, fear of animals. Ad­ 
ults are concerned, and, whether 
they discuss it or not, the child 
picks up his parents’ anxiety. 
He doesn’t know that the anxiety 
is about a real danger. To him 
it means that Mommy and Dad­ 
dy are afraid of the force of the 
aggression he feels, and if they 
are afraid, what will become of 
him? 
FOUR-YEAR-OLDS 
are 
not 
yet ready to understand the re­ 
alities of the 
world’s 
dangers 
because their inner dangers are 
so much more 
real 
to them. 
They gain most from their par­ 
ents, love and reassurance, and 
from having their parents dis­ 
cuss the problems in a matter- 
of-fact way, with the feeling that 
they can be handled.

IT IS IMPORTANT that club­ 
bed foot be treated as soon aft­ 
er birth as possible.

It is “ no accident,” he added, 
that the children both of reject­ 
ing mothers and overprotective 
mothers have serious social and 
emotional problems. “ While the 
rejecting mother inadvertently 
fails to prepare her children for 
healthy group play, the over- 
protective mother deliberately 
prevents or restricts her chil­ 
drens’ peer-group associations,” 
the speaker said. 


DR. HARLOW, research pro­ 
fessor at the University, is 
famed throughout the medical 
world for his use of the “ terry 
cloth” mother monkey in his re­ 
search. The imitation mother 
was substituted for a living one 
in a variety of experiments to 
determine the role of mother 
love in emotional and psycho­ 
logical development in infant 
monkeys. 
“ When deprived of play op­ 
portunities, even those baby 
monkeys obtaining limited com­ 
fort from the surrogate moth­ 
ers did not grow into normal 
adolescents 
or 
adults.” 
Equipped with a mechanism to 
provide nourishment, the imita­ 
tion mother could not, however, 
“ cradle the baby or communi­ 
cate monkey sounds and ges­ 
tures,” Dr. Harlow noted. 


WHEN INFANT monkeys are 
deprived of both their mothers 
and the companionship of other 
infants, the effect has been dis­ 
astrous, Dr. Harlow said. He 
compared

monkeys 
to 
those “ rare cases we hear about 
of children confined for long

Harlow said, “ climbing on the 
mother’s back when deprived at 
the breast, or simply placing a 
paw across the mother’s tail.” 
These rejected infant monkeys, 
Dr. Harlow stated, later dis­ 
played extreme forms of sexual 
aberration and aggressiveness 
which, he added, “ evoked all 
too vividly parallels observed in 
the behavior of disturbed human 
children in psychiatric clinics 
and institu t i o n s for delin­ 
quents.”

CASUAL CHIC 


Fiber Count Clue 
To Good Sweaters 


URBANA — One good clue to 
sweater quality is the fiber con­ 
tent, explains Esther Siemen, 
University of Illinois extension 
textiles and clothing specialist. 
Here are some of the features 
you can anticipate in the vari­ 
ous fibers: 
Wool offers durability, resili­ 
ence and warmth. It needs care­ 
ful handling and cleaning be­ 
cause of its attractiveness to 
moths and its tendency to mat. 
Cashmere is a luxurious fiber 
that produces a soft, almost 
silky feel. While not so durable 
as wool, it presents the same 
care problems. It may be blend­ 
ed with wool or nylon to add 
strength as well as to reduce the 
cost of the garment. 
WATCH FOR variations in the 
grade of the cashmere. Usually 
the softer and silkier the fabric, 
the higher the quality. Mohair, 
from Angora kids, has a fine, 
delicate appearance and an in­ 
teresting texture in sweaters. 
The fiber is often blended with 
wool to make softer yarns and 
to reduce cost. 
Another fiber that can be 
blended with wool or other fib­ 
ers is rabbit hair, which adds a 
rich texture to the blend. 
Of the man-made fibers, ray­ 
on, nylon and the acrylics are 
most commonly used in sweat­ 
ers. 
Rayon is usually made into 
novelty sweaters with a nubby 
texture. These garments may 
need reblocking occasionally be­ 
cause they tend to lose shape in 
laundering. 
Nylon may be found in the 
texturized continuous filament 
or spun form. Sweaters made 
from the continuous filament 
form are less likely to pill than 
those with the spun form. On 
the other hand, spun nylon 
sweaters have a softer texture 
than the continuous filament 
type. 
ORLON AND OTHER acrylic 
fibers have a softer, warmer 
feel than nylon and are more 
resistant to wrinkling than ny­ 
lon. Orlon Sayelle is less likely 
to pill or become fuzzy after 
washing than other Orlon. 
In sweaters made from a 


blend of fibers, the chief proper­ 
ties come from the fiber that is 
present in the largest percent­ 
age. Less than ten per cent of a 
fiber in a blend gives only pat­ 
tern and color effects. 
Miss Siemen says that you 
can easily tell the fiber content 
by checking the sweater label. 
But, since fiber content is only 
part of the picture in determ­ 
ining sweater quality, she sug­ 
gests that you also consider 
such features as sweater and 
construction workmanship.

Outlawing Boxing!

It is the only “sport” in 
which the goal is physical 
injury to the opponent. 
There are nine boxers 
killed each year, on an av­ 
erage, and this hits the

was illegal in most states. The 
argument used to make it legal 
was that we should encourage 
the development of the art of 
self-defense. 
I know of no legislator 
who 
headlines, but what does not h i t j wants to outlaw high school or 
the headlines are the many box- college boxing, or who wants to 
ers w'ho end up “punchy” each outlaw the Golden Gloves type of 
year. The constant pounding on activity, where 
young 
people 
the head results in severe dam­ 
age to the brain. 
There 
are 
many who have been fortunate 
enough to come away from the 
“sport’' apparently with no 
ill 
effects, but there are m a n y 
others who have not been that 
lucky. 
By comparison, bull fighting 
and cock fighting — which we 
outlaw — are 
relatively 
hu­ 
mane. 
I don’t favor either of these 
“sports,” but we in the United 
States can hardly 
claim 
any 
moral superiority on this issue 
when we pay huge sums to see 
two unfortunate human beings 
knock each other’s brains out— 
literally. 
MOST OF the 
profit 
from 
these bouts does not go to the 
men who fight, but to the man­ 
agers and promoters.

‘Old Favorites’ at Arlington Library

Probably a good nine times 
out of IO if you ask yourself 
what was your favorite story of 
your youth, it would turn out 
to have been a tale of fancy or 
a folktale, legend or fairy tale.

The gods could have smiled on “Penelope.” But they 
probably scratched their mythical heads instead. 
Des Plaines Theatre Guild’s production of William 
W eber’s original comedy (he called it a comedy) was 
noble enough to prove that DPTG has a bevy of talented 
people - r - but even they couldn’t save “Penelope” from 
being a queer duck, and at, 
the same t i m e prevent* 
Within its frothy framework 
members of the audience 
are moments 
from asking: 


BEHIND THE OMINOUSLY barred windows of their melan­ 
choly Hollywood mansion B ette Davis turns her back on Joan 
Crawford’s anguished appeal for release I rom her macabre 
persecutions in this stark scene from ‘‘W hat Ever Happened 
to Baby Jane?,” the surprise filled W arner Bros, suspense 
drama opening Friday at the Arlington Theatre. The two 
academy aw ard winners are cast as aging sisters, each of 
whom had been a great star.

Well, no matter what the 
answer, it must be said that 
DPTG’s cast did an excellent 
job of trying to communicate 
the varying, difficult roles of­ 
fered by this tale of Ulysses’ re­ 
turn to Ithaca. 


DEPENDABLES 
Ed 
Sauer 
and 
Louise 
Yanover 
saved 
many a scene from being just 
plain silly. Ed’s Laertes was 
hilarious for the usual Sauer 
reasons: mastery of lines, facial 
expression, and sense of timing 
aimed accurately at the comedy 
target. 
Louise’s ability to do charac­ 
ter 
parts 
is 
top-flight, 
and 
Menea was one of her finest, 
most 
enjoyable 
accomplish­ 
ments. 


Jean Bonnell was a captivat­ 
ing Penelope, and she should be 
given a bouquet for even at­ 
tempting to learn the classic­ 
laden 
p h r a s e s 
scattered 
throughout her part. Bob Bon­ 
nell was a disappointing Ulysses 
because he insisted upon orating 
his role instead of speaking it. 


AND, WITH the constant ges­ 
ture of “hands out in front, 
palms up,” someone could easi­ 
ly have slipped a tray of hors 
d’oeuvres into his arms and let 
him serve the entire cast before 
final curtain. 
When is an Atrochous not an 
Atropous? 
When 
he’s 
Don 
Baylor. Don couldn’t help let­ 
ting himself slip through. Look­ 
ing like a raven-haired Jimmy 
Cagney in breastplate, he did 
manage to put brawn and hero­ 
ics into a role which called for 
brawn and heroics (even though 
the love scene lines were a little 
atrocious for an Atrochous). 
Judy Herbst’s Ageia was pert 
and exciting. Jim Bosley as Dio- 
medes was genuinely funny, es­ 
pecially in his scenes with Ed 
Sauer. He made his first en­ 
trance like a Greek Maitre ‘D 
stalking someone who didn’t pay 
the check, and from that time 
on, rightfully played his role 
for everything it had. 


CHUCK SULE, as Semper- 
ides, could have spoken with 
more of a mature flair, in keep­ 
ing with his role of suitor to 
Penelope. 
Getting down to brass attacks, 
ifs a wonder DPTG’s director, 
James O’Reilly, came through 
with so few onions in this Greek 
tossed salad. He directed the 
gang into a well-paced produc­ 
tion, although he overlooked 
stiffness of movement in certain 
members of the cast. 
But, on the other hand, I 
imagine he was more concerned 
with whether his wards would 
remember lines (not to mention 
proper names!). 


• AND THAT brings us to play­ 
wright Weber and the mysteri­ 
ous vehicle this Californian has 
written. “Penelope” is not a bad 
play structurally. But communi­ 
catively, it lacks any real de­ 
gree of suspense. 


are moments of sheer 
comic delight (the pageant-like, 
trumpeted entry of Diomedes 
and the “Oh, shut up!” that fol­ 
lowed was a toga-splitter); then, 
when it looked like the whole 
thing was going to be a lot of 
farcical fun, out flowed such 
lyrical Greek Literature as “Oh, 
by the gods!” or “Have the gods 
smiled too late?” and “Love is 
a many-tongued animal!” 
These are lines that roman­ 
tically ripen and burst forth 
from the mouths (rf Greek char­ 
acters a la Homer, not a la 
Weber. 


MR. WEBER really got on the 
wrong runningboard of the clas­ 
sic-romantic bandwagon when 
he let his herione unblushingly 
blurt: “Have you found me a 
woman?” And this came not 
long after she finished round 
one of a first class game of 
orgy-porgy with Atrochous, who 
soon is heard to utter an un 
warrior-like “Kings, q u e e n s 
die—but legends live on!” 
Ironically, it was Mr. Weber 
himself who made his own play 
a question mark. He may have 
satisfied himself in attempting 
to write a sophisticated touch 
to an old story—but he missed 
satisfying completely the most 
important group of people he’ll 


C 
I 
ever have to contend with: his 
audience. 
Theatre-goers, community or 
otherwise like to know right off 
he bat what kind of a nut 
;hey’re going to have cracked 
or them. 


(IT TOOK A great portion of 
the first act before the man in 
front of me finally said: “Well, 
I guess it’s a comedy after all.” ) 
If it is true that Playwright 
Weber intended “Penelope” as 
a comic vehicle, then as a come­ 
dy writer he makes a good pub­ 
lic information director for Cen- 
tinela Valley Union High School. 
If it is just as true that he in­ 
tended “Penlope” as strict dra­ 
matic effort, with sophisticated 
touches of humor, he makes a 
good journalism instructor for 
Centinela Valley Union High 
School. 


DPTG should be commended 
for the artistic set decoration 
and art production, including 
the clever creation of the Ulys­ 
ses statute. The stage crew 
should also be given a hearty 
pat on the back for special ef­ 
fects and music. 
Mr. Weber, at the same time, 
should give thanks to the tal­ 
ented Guilders. They saved his 
Greek comedy from becoming 
a tragedy.

HISTORIC CONFERENCE 


Religion 
v Racism

The phrase, “ Lily white suburbs,” kept cropping up at the 
first National Conference on Religion and Race held last week 
in Chicago, not so much in derogation as a geographic des­ 
cription of what is happening in urban areas throughout the 
country. 
This type of defacto segregation in which all-white sub­ 
urban communities cushion themselves from the central city 
was one type of social injustice to which delegates from the 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish faiths from around the United 
States addressed themselves. 
The phrase was also used by William Stringfellow, a 
New York attorney and leading Protestant layman, who 
called the conference “ too little, too late, and too lily 
white.” 
Stringfellow’s remarks came at the beginning of the four- 
day conference held Jan. 14-17 at the Edgewater Beach Hotel, 
and stung and stirred the delegates to an awakening. 
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R. SARG EN T SH RIVER: "W e will move all th* instruments at our 


command to achiev* justice among men. 


M RS. E H A M OTEN BARNETT: "W e shall overcome* 


Stringfellow said the conference assumed the significance 
of the church in solving the race problem. “ The churches have 
been absent from the racial crisis, absent from the scene,” he 
declared. “ The conference reflects the guileful mentality that 
thinks the racial conflict is in the hands of the white people; 
the initiative has gone to the Negroes. Thank God the Negro 
leadership is not personified by a black General Walker. ’ 
Stringfellow maintained, however, that a spirit of re­ 
venge was growing among Negroes, adding, “ The first 
speaker we should have heard from is Malcolm X (a leader 
of the Black Muslim sect which preaches Negro suprem­ 
acy). A relgious conference can’t ignore the Muslims.” 
He commented that the issue was somehow not one of 
equality but of the unity of mankind that the delegates should 
consider. “ The issue is baptism; assurance of the unity of all 
men in Christ.” Then he concluded with remarks that were 
to be paraphrased throughout the four-day gathering: “ The 
most practical thing to do is weep; care enough to weep.” 
Stringfellow’s role of the Devil’s Advocate (whether inten­ 
tional or not) made him the most quoted man at the confer­ 
ence. Runnerup was someone who had not even been invited, 
James Baldwin, the embittered Negro novelist. 
Stringfellow’s cutting comments were the catalyst which 
aroused the 650 some delegates to a vibrancy of purpose. They 
stopped confessing the sins of omission of church and syna­ 
gogue in relation to the race problem, and began suggesting 
ways in which they could make religion’s presence felt to 
solve what one speaker after another termed this country's 
most serious domestic evil. 
The conference also concluded anxious to avoid what 
the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, who delivered an electric 
speech, called the “ paralysis of analysis.” 
A steering committee, representing the various groups as­ 
sembled, was established to meet at regular intervals. A sec­ 
retariat was authorized to continue to function for another four 
months to conclude the work of the conference and initiate 
follow-up measures. A pilot program to attack segregation 
and discrimination in IO cities, including Chicago, was agreed 
to, and discussion of holding state and regional conferences 
similar to the national gathering continues as a possibility. 
Conveners of the inter-religious conference were the Na­ 
tional Council of Churches, the National Catholic Welfare Con­ 
ference and the Synagogue Council of America. 
Names of 
delegates to the historic affair read like a Who’s Who of the 
religious world. 
There was the Rev. Dr. Benjamin E. Mays, president of 
Morehouse College in Atlanta, Ga., whose most famous stu­ 
dent is Martin Luther King. There was Albert Cardinal Mey­ 
er, archbishop of Chicago and Rabbi Julius Mark, president of 
the Synogogue Council of America. R. Sargent Shriver, direc­ 
tor of the Peace Corps, spoke at one dinner gathering. 
Shriver, at one point, said: “ Some critics will want to 
ignore the church’s word on the thesis that it is irrelevant 
—like the corporation president who said, ‘Of course, segre­ 
gation is wrong from the Christian point of view. Let s not 
discuss it from that point of view.’ ” 
And Cardinal Meyer commented: “ The unfinished business 
of the Emancipation Proclamation demands that we remove 
the last vestiges of injustice, legal inequality, and discrimina­ 
tion from our communities, our parishes, our schools and other 
public institutions. We shall not relax in that task until the 
work is completed, and the stain of racial inequality removed 
from our nation and our cities.” 
Rabbi Abraham J. Heschel, professor of Jewish mysticism 
at the Jewish Theological Seminary of America, New York, 
delivered a speech couched in the thunderous phrases of Old 
Testament scriptures. 
Iron-grey beard seemingly bristling, 
Rabbi Heschel declared: “ Racism is satanism. Few of us seem 
to realize that racism is man’s gravest threat to man, the max­ 
imum of hatred for a minimum of reason, the maximum of 
cruelty for a minimum of thinking . . . To think of man in 
terms of white and black and yellow is more than an error. 
It is an eye disease, a cancer of the soul. 
“ How many disasters do we have to go through in 
order to realize that all of humanity has a stake in the lib­ 
erty of one person; whenever one person is offended, we 
are all hurt. What begins as inequality of some inevitably 
ends as the inequality of all.” 
The rabbi asserted: “ What we need is a NAAAP, a Na­ 
tional Association for the Advancement of All People. Prayer 
and prejudice cannot dwell in the same heart. Worship with­ 
out compassion is worse than self-deception; it is an abomina­ 
tion. 
“ There is a form of oppression,” he pressed on, “ which is 
more painful and more scathing than physical injury or eco­ 
nomic privation. It is public humiliation . . . The crime of 
murder is tangible and punishable by law. The sin of insult 
is imponderable, invisible. When blood is shed, human eyes 
see red; when a heart is crushed, it is only God who shares 
the pain.” 
Philip Scharper, editor of Sheed and Ward, a Catholic 
publishing house, said he thought the reason his faith had 
not always lived up to the “ high demands of its theology” 
in combatting racism is because “ for generations we’ve 
been concerned with sexual morality. Our moral universe 
has shrunk to the Sixth and Ninth Commandments.” 
Scharper continued: “ We’ve paid insufficient attention to 
social morality. Our interpretation has been too individual; 
ve’ve been too concerned with salvation of our own soul. This 
eligious individualism has created a moral myopia.” 
Whitney M. Young, Jr., executive director of the National 
urban League, capped his comments with a quote from the 
french writer Albert Camus: “ I recognize only two aristocra­ 
cies; that of the intelligence and that of courage.” 
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The Way We See It 
FTA ‘Irrelevancy’ 


One of the stated goals of the Par- 
ent-Teacher Association is to advance 
“the welfare of children and youth in 
home, school, church, and community.” 
With 12 million parents and teachers 
paying FTA membership dues around 
the country, one might suppose accom­ 
plishment of this task insured. 
Unfortunately, however, PT As sel­ 
dom address themselves to difficult wel­ 
fare problems; if they do, it is usually in 
vague, unimaginative terms. For, despite 
their impressive membership creden­ 
tials, PT As rarely do more than cam­ 
paign for the obvious or promote the ir­ 
relevant. 
PT A activity us generally limited 
to school fund-raising projects and 
presentation of speakers and films. 
While such enterprises are welcomed, 
they usually do not reflect the sub­ 
stantial p o t e n t i a l Parent-Teacher 
groups could muster to any number 
of causes and concerns. 
Without trespassing in the rightful 
domain of school administration and in­ 
struction, PT As could lend their com­ 
munity resources and talents to the 
study of such nagging problems as 
school dropouts, delinquency, emotional­ 
ly disturbed children, day nursery needs, 
television viewing, reading, home study, 
physical fitness, and a host of other con­ 
cerns. 
Where PT As do become involved in 
more specific endeavors, they often are 
manipulated by school administrations 
to serve the administration’s special 
projects, as in the case of school refer­ 
endums where the PT A is employed to 
whip up popular support often without 
regard as to whether the measure is 
sound or not. 
Dr. William C. Kvaraceus, professor 


of education at Boston University, in a 
recent speech on the role of the I TA, 
has attacked the female, middle class 
domination of the organization. He call­ 
ed for: specifying “much-too-generaliz- 
ed goals,” making monthly meetings 
more coherent, keeping to a minimum 
“time-wasting rituals” such as parent 
head counting by room in order to 
award an attendance banner, and relat­ 
ing speakers to the local school situa- 
tion. 
Dr. Kvaraceus also noted that 
most PT As would benefit from pro­ 
fessional assistance from school heads 
in areas of adult and continuing edu­ 
cation. He further criticized PT A pro­ 
grams as underestimating the intelli­ 
gence of its members. He observed 
that it is the economically and cultur­ 
ally deprived parent most in need of 
PT A assistance, but that such “lower- 
class” parents are usually excluded 
from participation. 
An exception to the customary auto­ 
matic reflexes PTAs exhibit in the 
northwest suburban area is taking shape 
in Ell? Grove School District 59. One of 
the schools in the district has formed 
parent study groups led by school con­ 
sultants to examine reading, modem 
mathematics, science, social studies, and 
other categories of the curriculum. Roll­ 
ing Meadows-Palatine District 15 PTAs 
have also put more emphasis recently on 
informing rather than entertaining in 
the parent education area. 
If Parent-Teacher groups, in which 
both parents and teachers participated 
equally, would reexamine their goals in 
the light of their accomplishments, per­ 
haps they would realize that their per­ 
formance could be elevated to match 
their promise.

The $98.8 billion federal budget 
President Kennedy has submitted to 
Congress, being the biggest in history, 
has provoked a chorus of denunciation 
from members of the opposition party. 
Even some congressmen of his own 
party are cool and uncommunicative 
about this giant blueprint for spending. 
Members of the Republican party 
would do well, instead of exhausting 
their vocal c o r d s decrying “relief 
cheats” and “socialism,* 
to restudy 
former President Eisenhower’s farewell 
address in which he warned of the grow­ 
ing influence of the “industrial-military 
complex” whose presence is felt in every 
statehouse in the land. 
For 62 cents out of every budget dol­ 
lar is destined to be spent for defense 
purposes. More than three-fourths of the 
budget — or $75 billion — will be used 
to pay for wars, past, present or future. 
Members of the Democratic party, 
some of whom have good records in ex­ 
posing military waste and extravagance, 
would do well to examine the alleged 
needs of the defense establishment in 
this age of “overkill.” 
It appears that all that is required to 
approve appropriations is to affix the ti­ 


tle, “national security,” to the expense 
ledger. Defense spending has become 
sacrosanct. It would seem that to ques­ 
tion the validity of many defense proj­ 
ects is to endanger our security or be 
less than patriotic. 
A recent example is the Skybolt mis­ 
sile which the Air Force tested “success­ 
fully” after this country and Great Bri­ 
tain decided it would be obsolete by the 
time it became operational. The Air 
Force test was obviously intended to 
pressure a capitulation from this posi­ 
tion. Another example is the Congress 
appropriating money to build RB-70 
bombers after the Secretary of Defense 
said studies had disclosed the plane was 
destined for a similar obsolescence. 
We do not argue for curtailment of 
essential defense expenditures at this 
time of disarmament deadlocks, al­ 
though the Kennedy budget will do 
nothing to break this deadlock. But if 
the Congress and the taxpayer are to 
realize any relief in spending at all, they 
must look for savings in the area where 
the overwhelming amount of money is 
being requested. That area is not Aid to 
Dependent Children or unemployment 
compensation.

With Employment 


DECATUR, ILL. 
(UPD-The 
chairman of Gov. Otto Ker- 
ner’s Committee on Unem­ 
ployment this week said any 
study of employment and un­ 
employment shows a “posi­ 
tive correlation stands out 
unmistakably, that of em­ 
ployment and education.” 
Frank H. Cassel, speaking 
at the Decatur Area Town 
meeting, said changes taking 
place in industrial organiza­ 
tion and in industrial technol­ 
ogy require employes capable 
of dealing with their growing 
complexity, “employes whose 
education skills are rising 
commensurately.’' 
“A disturbing finding of re­ 


search is that following each

THE TEENAGER wants to 
be talked to as a person ca­ 
pable of making decisions 
and assuming the responsi­ 
bility for taking care of him­ 
self with minimum interfer­ 
ence. This is not to say that 
outside advice and help is 
never needed or wanted. If 
advice is offered on the basis 
of one adult to another, in 
an honest and frank manner, 
it will carry more weight 
than if it’s delivered in a way 
that makes the teenager feel 
as if he’s being lectured or 
scolded for being “naughty.” 
There are several alterna­ 
tives available to the teen­ 
ager after he completes high 
school: college, military serv­ 
ice, marriage, or immediate­ 
ly tackling the job of working 
for a living. 
For those who choose col­ 
lege or the service there 
will naturals 
be 
“prob­ 
lems.” But these problems 
will usually be resolved for 
the teenager by someone 
else or will be alleviated 
by time itself. 
The teenagers who face 
rough sledding are the ones 
who are left at home to work 
and begin supporting them­ 
selves. This is the teen group 
that offers the greatest po­ 
tential for touble or is sad­ 
dled with those problems we 
hear so much about. 


YOUNG AND restless, these 
late-teens start searching for 
something different and ex­ 
citing to do. But what do they 
find? They’re too old for high 
school-level 
recreation 
a n d 
don’t enjoy it any more. They 
are too young for night clubs 
and other over-21 entertain­ 
ment offered by the city. 
There is nothing provided in 
the local community, either 
public 
or 
commercial, 
to 
meet their in-between age so­ 
cial needs. 
So these teenagers are 
bored 
silly. 
They 
start 
hanging around a restau­ 
rant or snack shop and im­ 
mediately are told this is 
bad; it’s giving the place a 
“bad name.” Their only re­ 
course is to try and create 
their own amusement, and 
thus is born the “trouble” 
and “problems” we hear 
and read so much about. 
I have no grand-scale so­ 
lutions or proposals to correct 
the situation for this particu­ 
lar teenage group. And with 
all the articles and editorials 
from various magazines and 
newspapers that I have read 
all I can say is that I’m glad 
that I’ll soon be 20 and I 
won’t have any more prob­ 
lems!

Rumsfeld’s First Vote 


The first votes of a new member in 
Congress often tell more about his 
thinking than all the preceding months 
of campaign oratory and interviews. 
We regret that the 13th District s 
new congressman, Donald Rumsfeld, did 
not launch his career in Congress voting 
for a 15-man Rules Committee. Instead, 
Rep. Rumsfeld favored the 12-man com­ 
mittee. 
In the past, this 12-man committee, 
chaired by Rep. Howard Smith cf Vir­ 
ginia, has maintained a stranglehold on 
legislation, preventing much of it from 
even coming to a vote. The committee 
was composed about equally of admit­ 
ted Republicans and “Republicans from 
the South masquerading as Democrats. 


While we are against Administration 
proposals being rubber-stamped through 
Congress, we are equally opposed to 
having a tiny and willful minority dic­ 


tate w hat legislation can even be subject 
to the votes of the House. 
It is on this basis that we thought 
Rep. Rumsfeld might side with the ma­ 
jority to withhold dictatorial powers 
from Rep. Smith and his clique. Twenty- 
eight Republicans did take such a stand. 
Such a declaration of intention by 
Cong. Rumsfeld would have shown that 
he wished to express his views and those 
of his constituents with more frequency 
than the 12-man committee allowed. It 
is a question of voting on important leg­ 
islation or of often permitting it to die 
in obscurity in committee. 
The November election results show­ 
ed that a majority of 13th District vot­ 
ers agree with Rumsfeld’s opposition to 
many New Frontier proposals. But we 
doubt that very many voters, Democrat 
or Republican, are in favor of achieving 
these ends by refusing to let the votes 
be counted.

Christian laymen and laywomen who are discontented with 
the conforming church of today are finding a new spoken m air 
Those who are impatient with a church that is too adapted 
to culture, too cozy; those who have a vision of a church once 
again faithful, are rallying around the concerns represented 
by a young man named William Stringfel- 
low. 
In an article by Paul Callaway in Chicago 
SCENE magazine, this New York lawyer 
is spoken of as one of the few remaining ex­ 
amples of a “passing” type of animal, the 
real Christian man inside a material culture. 
Not only do laymen notice him. The foremost 
Protestant thinker of our time, Karl Barth, 
on a visit to the United States last year let 
himself be quoted as calling StringfeUow 
Ma r t y 
“the conscientious and thoughtful New York attorney who 
caught my attention mjre than any other person.” 
If you have a son or daughter involved in campus religious 
affairs, he or she will speak in similar terms. 
What StringfeUow could be earning as a corporation 
lawyer is anybody’s guess; he is weU regarded in the legal 
profession and bristles with abiUty. My contacts with him 
have been around conference tables where his Intensity, his 
earnestness which obscures a sense of humor beneath the 
service, his passion for justice are immediately evident. 
StringfeUow is not a corporation lawyer. A graduate of 
Harvard Law School (naturaUy, say his many enemies), he has 
been practicing law in East Harlem. He serves with low fee 


or no fee in fighting rent gougers, in protecting interests of 
people displaced by society. 
If you do not yet know StringfeUow, you will feel better 
acquainted if you encounter him in his new angry yet hopeful 
book, “A Private and Public Faith” (Erdmans, $3). 
The first chapter discusses “the foUy of religion.” He con­ 
siders the cultural forms of present-day American Protestan­ 
tism and Catholicism to be agnostic if not atheistic: God seems 
to have nothing to do with changing the basic attitudes of our 
practical lifes. 
Then he zeroes in on Protestantism. He finds it faulty in 
its failure to develop and use a priesthood of the laity (concern­ 
ing which it so regularly speaks). The layman exists to serve 
the goals of church programs but not to represent Christ in 
the world. 
StringfeUow is a prophet but not a prophetist. That is, 
he does not storm the sanctuary for its own sake but only 
to achieve his goal, to describe and cai] for “the simplicity 
rf the Christian life” and “the fear of God” in the world. 
These chapters, emotional yet carefully thought out, would 
provide an excellent basis for an awakening, “angry” laity in 
our area’s churches. 
We are not so concerned that men like StringfeUow find 
us wanting; the majority do not have the gift of sustaining his 
kind of intensity very long. 
We are concerned that men Uke StringfeUow have it so easy 
to show us ways in which God finds us wanting. I agree with 
CaUoway: there are not many left Uke him. Reading his book 
could be an experience which might help produce more Uke 
him.

Since the building of the Plum Grove School on 
Plum Grove Road in Palatine the parents of Plum Grove 
Estates and surrounding areas have requested Consoli­ 
dated School District 15 to provide safe avenues of ap­ 
proach for children walking to school or free bus trans­ 
portation for the children within the I % mile limit where 
conditions 
are 
hazardous 
are 
for children to walk to 
school. 
The school board elected 
to provide bus transporta­ 
tion to children w ithin the 
I M mile limit of the school 
where conditions were danger­ 
ous for children to walk, only 
on a charge basis. The charge 
is $20 per child for a school 
year. For a family of three 
children who attend the Plum 
Grove School the charge is $60 
per year. This money is an ad­ 
ditional tax and is credited to 
the school district according to 
Mr. 
Stanley 
Roe, 
business 
manager for the school district. 
The remaining children walk. 
For the children living in the 
southeastern area of the Plum 
Grove School, Plum Grove Es­ 
tates and contiguous areas, this 
means the children would walk 
about a mile along Meacham 
Road to school. Meacham Road 
is a heavily traveled highway 
with a speed limit of 50 miles 
per hour and has no provision 
for walkers. For the school 
board to tolerate such a dan­ 
gerous situation is of great con­ 
cern to the parents in the area.

Safety Committee, has attended 
many of the school board meet­ 
ings in an effort to convey to 
the board the seriousness of the 
problem.

has expressed

I cannot wholly blame the 
board, the rule was passed 4 
to 3 with our board president 
casting the tie breaking vote.

How­ 
ever, our board did relent and 
allow the first three grades to 
remain in school if the temper­ 
ature dropped to 15 degrees or 
less and they lived over a half 
mile from school. 


OUR BOARD president is for­ 
tunate because her son was an 
unusually healthy child. 
This 
is a blessing we do not all have. 
At one of the board meetings 
I attended one of our members 
said, As far as he was concern­ 
ed it could be five degrees be­ 
low zero and the kids could and 
should (or did he use the word 
or?) walk. If it did get that 
cold the bus (that our taxes 
help pay for) may not start and 
how will his boy get to school? 
It seems pretty easy for a board 
member to vote “yes” on a mo­ 
tion for all children to walk 
to school four times daily as 
long as his children will be fur­ 
nished chauffeur and “baby sit­ 
ting service” that is being paid 
for by parents of the children 
he wants to walk. 


I ONCE ASKED this same 
member if his child would 
change places with mine dur­ 
ing the cold weather, to that he 
replied, “Don’t put it on a per­ 
sonal basis.” 
Next year my 
girl will be in fourth grade and 
to me this issue is an import­ 
ant and personal matter. If it 
is good for Peter it is just as 
good for Paul. 
When one mother told the 
board if her fourth grader was 
forced to come home for lunch 
during the cold, windy and 
snowy days she would not be 
thawed out enough to return 
for 
afternoon 
classes. 
Our 
board member, the professional 
educator, replied, “Keep her 
home, she won’t miss much. But 
don’t tell anyone I said so.” 


Mr. Gill, superintendent of 
schools, must do as our board 
decides in all matters, but Mr. 
Gill, the father, has been seen, 
upon several occasions, to pile 
his car with kids and take them 
to school if he was going that 
way. Well done, Dad, if you are 
ever down our street let me 
know. I’m sure many parents 
would appreciate this gesture.
